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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gottfried et al. 
(6795241). 

Gottfried discloses, as in claims 1-15, a digitally imaged lenticular product comprising: a 
lenticular lens (20) having an array of lenticules (see fig. 3 A and 3C) defining a front surface 
(20), and a substantially flat back surface (32) located opposite the front surface (see figure 3C); 
and a digitally output interlaced image (see fig. 3C and col. 12, lines 33-37) joined to the flat 
back surface of the lens so as to be in correspondence with the array of lenticules. The 
customized limitation is viewed as being the digital images ability to change.

3. Claims 16-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowability: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 16-20, wherein the claimed invention comprises a first and second digitally interlaced 
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image wherein the first digitally output lenticular image includes an interlaced image that is at 
least one of versioned and varied with respect to the interlaced image of the second digitally 
output lenticular image, as claimed. The combination of all the claimed features are not 
anticipated or made obvious by the prior art and all of said features are relied upon for a 
determination of allowability.
